Company, for $42,524.00,” said Commissioner King. “Upon investigation, it was discovered that Mr. Briscoe
submitted several fraudulent invoice receipts, several fraudulent monthly credit card statements, a fraudulent
lease agreement, as well as a fraudulent Atlanta Police report.”

The warrant was issued on November 3rd by a Fulton County Judge.
